FLORAL PARADISE CREATED 


FOR EXPOSITrON VISTORS 


Los Angeles County Has Made Elaborate Plans For Beauti- 
fication of Highways, Schools, Railroad Lines, 
Club Buildings And Municipalities 


BY J. L. MATTHEWS OF COVINA 
Chairman Sub-CommfUee on Beautifying Lot Angeles County Outside of Los 


Angeles City 


Along every boulevard In the "Good Roads" system of Los Angeles 
county, Iron rose trellises are being set and* roses planted. 
There will be 
' 16^000 rose-plants set between the present time and the coming of the winter 
rains. 


Poppy and petunia seeds in bulk have been arranged for, and will be 
sown broadcast on the sides of every highway. 
In the early part of 191S 
these roses and flowering plants will be In bloom. 


Every school In Los Angeles county Is working on separate designs of 
floral Improvement on school grounds. 
The county has employed landscape 
gardeners In an advisory capacity to the school system. 


All heads of railroad companies 
operating within the county have 
ordered the work of floral beautlflcatlon along the rights-of-way and at sta­ 
tions. 
The broadcast sowing of the California poppy will figure prominently 
in the scheme to Improve railroad property. 


Every Incorporated city In the county outside of Los Angeles city has 
begun the work of planting out street parkways with color-schemes In flower­ 
ing plants. 
Emphasis is being placed on the beautlflcatlon of the vacant lots, 
either through the sowing of hardy flowers, or by causing them to be planted 
as vegetable gardens by the school children. 
At present the schools are 
leading in the enthusiasm and In the work actually accomplished. 


The offering of j)rlzcB to achoohi. rallroada, munlclpalltieB and to Indi­ 
viduals has been the first reason for a stimulation of Interest In this big 
Bchemo. 
Following upon the enthusiasm awakened through competitive in­ 
terest has come a pride In the work which has surprised the committee work­ 
ing for the county. 
During the summer, many of the schools have employed 
gardeners who have been working steadily on floral HChemes, the greater part 
of which 1B a permanent laying out of the grounds In such a manner that the 
beautlflcatlon will perpetuate Itself. 
It has come to be known as the work 
advances that the real good accomplished by the beautlflcatlon committee will 
not bo that of making a floral dlaplay for the year of 1915, but will be that of 
beginning a permanent, system of landscape gardening throughout the county 
among all kinds of public and quasi-public organizations. 
The 
splendid 
results will be seen more plainly Ave years from now than next year, although 
in a largo sense, the effect will come within a few months. 
SCHOOLS IN CLASSES 


With the assistance of County Superintendent of Schools Mark Keppel, 
the committee has divided the schools of the county Into ten classes, each 
class to compete within Itself, 
Prizes of $400, $200, and $100 are offered each 
class, and the classes are based on the school census of last year. 
Schools 
of the smallest attendance are In Class 1, and each class following is care­ 
fully graded by attendance. 
FOR RURAL DISTRICTS 


Uesldes the prizes for the beautlflcatlon of school groimds, the commit­ 
tee is also offering prizes of $1000, $500 and $250 to school districts In terri­ 
tory where there Is an unincorporated town or village, which will make the 
best showing In beautifying the boulevards and highways. 
The same prizes 
are also offered to school districts in territory which does not contain nr 
town center, or which might bo said to be purely rural, 
THE RAILROAD COMPANIES 


The committee l6 offering prizes of $250, $100 and $75 to railroad com­ 
panies operating In the county for the best-kept station and approaches to the 
station, and further prizes to section bossos for the best-kept rights-of-way, 
WOMEN 
ARE

To the clubs of women the committee ,1s offering prizes of $250, $100 
and $75 for the floral and artistic beautifying of the grounds around club­ 
houses, 
Next to the schools the club-women are the most active. 
Nearly 
every club In the federation and others not Included, has responded. 
More 
improvement around club-houses has been accomplished this summer than in 
any one year In the history of women's club activity, 
T H E 
MUNICIPALITIES 
In the municipal olassiflcatlon there are prizes of $1000, $500 and $250 
In each class. 
The cities are divided into three cliflses—cities of a popula/- 
tion o( 5000 or lessf; 15,000-o^ less; 40,000 or lessH This, la taken ^ o m ^he 
.1910 census. 
Durlrfg the early part of 1915 a committee of judges will Ylslt 
the various orgarilzatlonB, the achools and the 
raurilclpalltieB, 
and will make 
a pr'ollmlnary inspection for the purpose of determining progress. 
In the case 
of cities the judges will allow 33 1-3 per cent for the best art^tic floral effect, 
such as the color-schemes in parkways and the Improvement of parks. 
There 
will be the same percentage allowed for permanent floral and artistic Improve­ 
ment, such as the establishment of irrigating systems for the watering of 
parkways, shade trees, and the planting of flowering shrubs and trees. 
And 
there will bo 33 1-3 per cent allowed for the improvement of vacant lots.

THE INFORMATION 
BUREAU 


Henry L. Marshall, secretary of the Los Angeles Beautifying Sub-com­ 
mittee, who lives In Covlna, has on flle over 400 photographs of schools, sent 
in by the principals and trustees of nearly every school in the county. These 
are being hold for comparison next year, when the judges shall make the 
awards. 
The club-women have also sent pictures of grounds and buildings, 
which are filed for the same purpose. 


The secretary has also been in receipt of hundreds of letters 
from 
school teachers, pupils and proporty-holdei*B, asking for Information. 
Ques­ 
tions on what to plant and when are referred to seed-men and nurserymen 
in the county who know; where to get plants and seeds is answered by the 
landscape gardeners In the omi)loy of the county; requests for a visit from a 
membor of tho coinmlttoo or a landscape gardener are answered by sending 
the required man; requests for addreases on tho subject of the work of 
beautifying the county are referred to the members of the committee, some 
one of which commlttoo fills the engagement, 


Tho Interest In this movement Is nothing short of wonderful. 
The 
commlttoo couBldored it was undertaking a gigantic task, but after a few 
months tho movement began to run on Us own momentum, wltli but little 
assistance and guidance from the commlttoo.

labor organization has undertaken to establish as the work day.

It must be conceded tlvat tho work day wlilch tho unions undertake to main­ 
tain has been tho subject of niuch study upon tho part of both employee and 
employer, and IB almost UB nearly practicable as all interested iiartlea at this 
time arc able to devise.

Death 
was due to a nervous- breakdown, fol­ 
lowing several years' very active par­ 
ticipation in commercial pursuits.

California tal<«^H a pardonable pride in its orange and lemon 
Kroves, HaHtern agrieultiiralists and borticulturaliHts who look long- 
intjiy to California as a plaee of roHidencc, but who heHitate in making 
th(! change because they do not posKesK the rcquiHite knowledge of 
citrus culture to warrant them to cmhari< in that industry, should 
rmVvAi' that California grows anything that can be raised in any other 
.state, and many other tilings beside. 


Conscr|Upntly, any Eastern grower of fruit, grain or vegetables 
may.come to California with a feeling of certainty that he will find 
here no lack of opportunities for engaging in any line of agriculture 
or horticulture to which he is accii.stomed. 


AH an example, California's average barley crop is greater than 
that of any other state in the union, and is almost ono-quartcr of the 
total production of the United States. 


The sugar beet industry in California—and confined chiefly to the 
southern portion—is greater than that of any other state of the luiion 
and long before the citrus industry became firmly established, Califor­ 
nia was famous for its wheat fields. 


From five to eight crops of alfalfa are grown every year. The 


weather conditions of the southern section of the state are so favor­ 
able for alfalfa that tlu; planting and harvesting of this grain prac­ 
tically is continuous. 


California produces almost the entire world's supply of Lima

California hmds in the; production of gold and precious stones and 
is near the* top in the output of copper and silver; Avhile it has great 
deposits of iron and other minerals that await development. 


California has ranked second to New York only in the developmnnt 
of electric power, aiul by reason of important works recently com­ 
pleted, there is a possibility that the (loldeu State; now stands at the 
lu'ad of tlu? list in tliis n^spetit.

It will make a criminal of the farmer and punish him accordingly 
if, by reason of stress of weather, he is idle today and works overtime 
tomorrow. 


It will reduce wages; in industries reqxiiring more than an eight- 
hour day, the average employer will split the time so the eight-hour 
man will share the loss in changing 
shifts. 


ft will require two shifts of household helpers or delay 
your 
breakfast until after'8 and oblige you to have your dinner before 5 
o'clock; the domestic cannot work but six days a week, 


It will reduce profits and .iobs. 
"With the reduced rates incident 
to the opening of the canal,- California manufacturers will find it im­ 
possible to compete .with states thai have no such law. 


I t will throw most of the work on the farms, orchards and vine­ 
yards into the hands of "Oriental Associatiqns" or co-partnerships 
containing tens or hundredfi of Japanese, who operate on shares. The 
aw will not apply to them, for each member is a partner and working 
for himself. 


WHAT THE EIOHT-HOUR LAW CANNOT DO, 


I t cannot regulate 
sickness. 
It cannot control the weather. 
It cannot prevent cows giving milk twice-a day. 
It cannot regulate nor control the productivity of land. 
It cannot prevent fruit.and grain from ripening from Sunday to 
]\fonday. 


It cannot fix export prices, which the manufacturer and farmer 
must watch in order to market their products to the best advantage. 


It cannot relieve the unemployment pressure. 
The average ejn- 
ploycr will seek the mo.st effective men for the shorter day and the 
least effective will go into/lhe discard as substitutes for the short 
shift. 
Hut the latter will have an eye open for the st;eady ,iob and 
cotnpete for it. 
As it is now, every employe and well as employer, 
knows that both good and indifferent men are carried on the payroll. 
With the eight-hour day, the older and less capable men will be weed­ 
ed out.

There is,a feeling that these nuts may 
be released'for competition with the 
American nuts late in the fall.

growers to get into the market early 
on this account. 
The season Itself is 
nearly a month earlier this year than 
last year.

Will Pack ForEI Monte 


A large acreage from El Monte will 
be added to the 2200 acres already in 
this association. 
Mr. Neely says that 
. th6 El Monte growers will send from 
26 to 30 carloads to Puente for bleach­ 
ing' and shipping. 
This will make the 
output of the packing house about 75 
carloads this year. 


Hitherto the association has been 
an Independent shipper, but this year 
the Puente growers joined the Cali­ 
fornia Walnut Growers' 
Association, 
of which Carlisle Thorpe is secretary 
and manager. 
The 
association 
has 
offices at 412 West Sixth street, Los 
Angeles. 
Instead of a 6 per cent fee 
to brokers, the association now pays 
its own costs of marketing, through 
a cooperative system similar to that 
of the California Fruit Growers' 
Ex 
change, which markets oranges and 
lemons. 
The cost in this fashion is 
cut'to 3 per cent of the gross return.

Farmers In the Modesto and Oakdale irrigation districts were able, 
iindcr the home rule provision of the Irrigation law, to exempt their Improve­ 
ments and personal propqrt^l^.from irrigation, taxes. 
That exemption lowers 
the tttxe%ot the farmers, and raises the taxes of the speculators. 
That's the 
reason the farmers in those Irrigation districts are In favor of home rule In 
taxation. 


A few ^ e e k s ago an irrigation district was formed in the southern part 
of Shasta county, and one of, the main arguments used in favor of forming the 
district was that the farmers could exempt their implements and personal 
property from taxation for Irrigation purposes. 


The amendment for home rule in taxation will give all farmers In Cali­ 
fornia the same power that the Irrigation law gives to farmers In Irrigation 
dlfiUk'ts. 
It will give the farmers of any county the right to vote taxes off 
tliolr |niprovemei)t.s and personal properly—if they want to do that. 
How does 
it help a farmer to pay more taxes on 50 acres of an Improved farm than a 
speculator pnys on 50 acres of unimproved land? 


TO SHOW HOW CALIFORNIA WILL FEED THE WORLD 


To show haw peaceful California stands ready to *fped the world, a 
"Fruit and Flower Mart" Is to be held at the University of California on Fri­ 
day and Saturday, October 16 and 17, by the students of the college of Agri­ 
culture.

The rich profusion of California's products will be displayed on alter­ 
nate tiers of the great open-air Greek theater. 
Every country's fruit will l?e 
exhibited separately. 
Carloads of forest trees and quantities of flowers will 
be arranged as decorations by the students in forestry, 
floriculture, 
and land­ 
scape gardening. 


Each and every member of thirty different boys, agricultural clubs, 
from all over California, will com© to the "Fruit and Flower Mart," on the 
second day, Saturday, October 17, as port of a trip to tho University Farm at 
Davis.
